SARATOGA SEASON OPENS. 



SECOND LARGEST ATTENDANCE IN THE ARIS- 
TOCRATIC ASSOCIATION’S HISTORY. 



Dandelion Wins the Saratoga Handicap, with Tangle 
Second — 120,000 Is Refused for Her — ^Un- 
common Mistake in Official Stake Book. 



Saratoga, N. Y„ August 6. — The aristocratic 
Saratoga Racing Association inaugurated its sixth 
* season of racing today under the most Itrilliant 
auspices. It was a ineiiiorahle opening day in 
every res|iect. Excepting on one occasion, Saratoga 
Cup day of last st^nson, the attendance and the 
nuinl»er of Ixxdis in operation (204), far surpassed 
any previous re<*ord. The card was a splendiil one 
and w’as fully sustained in interesting sis»rt. Fran- 
cis R. Hitclic<K*k’s pair. Dandelion and Tangle, were 
first and sec<»nd in tlie idg stake fixture, tlie Sara- 
toga Handica|». at a mile and a quarter. From the 
Sturt they had tlie situation w’ell in hand and when 
called on came away simultaneously in the stretch. 
The president of the Saratoga Association declared 
to will with Dandelitm. the announcement l>elng 
pi»sted at 3: HI. His second string. Tangle, with 

Miller up, was a ft»rmidahle combination and ex- 
|)erts waxed enthusiastic over the wonderful show- 
ing made by this magnifi<*ent daughter of Meddler 
and Huiidspun. The Swartz Brothers of New’ York, 
who tstught Bat Masterson from .1. E. Madden in 
the spring, forthwith made an offer of $20,UU0 for 
her. but .Mr. Hitchcock smilingly de<dlned it. 

The running of the favorite. Bt*douln, was inex- 
plicably bad. His ow ner and stable connections were 
visibly dlsturlsMl and ciiugrined over the total lack 
of s|H‘ed shown by the Me<ldler gelding, which was 
last almost throughout, and a very bad last, at that. 

The l*icket seemed to lack early speed to an un- 
usual degree, and did not loom up as a conten«ler 
until at the very last, and then only for third 
pla<*e, w’hic'h he lost by a few’ inches. One of the 
pleasing features of the running was Ra vena’s 
meteoric flight of speed. At the end of a mile John 
Sanford’s beautiful filly had taken a decided lead 
and hM»ked ail wer the winner, but tired from 
lack (»f condition. 

The Saratoga Steeplecliase was won easily by 
Cliarles l*fizer’s four-year-old Iwiy colt Herculoid, 
by Savile — Harpist, after being backe<l from 8 to 

to 1. The fact that Herculoid W’as eligible to 
this race was not generall.v known until the official 
program made its appearan<*e this aftemtmn. He 
had l>een sent out in the entries on Saturday night, 
but those .who held stake Ixmks of the Saratoga 
meeting or had i>ernseil the official entries as puh- 
lishtxl in the Racing Calendar, were of the impres- 
sion that the horse to start would be the nine-year- 
old chestnut gelding Herculean, by Watercress 
— Hana. It was explained that a mistake had 
iH'en made by an assistant in the office of Secretary 
Andrew Miller who had been entrusted with the 

work of revising the proof of the stake book. This 

printer had misspelled the name and in attempting 
to corre«?t it. the careless reviser had made it 
Herculean and had given the pedigree of that horse. 
Herculean has not started in any race since he fell 
in the Empire Steeplechase at Brooklyn on Satur- 
day. May 30, 1903. He was then the property of 
L V. Bell. He had never won a steeplechase race 
and he was in such bad shape after his fall that 

Jimmy McCormick, who was training him. pre- 

sented him to superintendent Norton of the Sheeps- 
head Bay track. If he is not dead, he is now’ 
d(dng chores l)etween the shafts of a cart. 



Herculoid w’as the name w’hich came to Daily 
Racing Form in the entries from Saratoga Satur- 
day night. Reference to the official stake book of 
the Saratoga Racing Association disclose<l the fact 
that Herculejfk and not Her<*nIold appeared as 
eligible to the Saratoga Steeplechase and the Bever- 
w.vck Steeidechase Handicap likewise. Herculold’s 
name and j>edigree not being mentioned In the book. 
A like condition of affairs was found to exist in the 
list of entries as published in tlie Racing Calendar, 
the official organ of the Jockey Club. Inquiry w’as 
made of Dally Racing Form’s corresjiondent if notice 
of a correction from Herculean to Herculoid had 
accompanied the entries or lieen iiosteil at the 
Saratoga track. He said he had no know’ledge of 
such correction and that the lists as given out by 
the entry clerk very plainly put the name Hercu- 
lold. It was too late to get Into communication with 
the secretary of the Saratoga Racing Association 
and Daily Racing Form, following the official stake 
iKiok and the Racing Calendar, made it Herculean 
and got in wrong. It iloes seem peculiar, however, 
that the mistake was not discovered by the Secre- 
tary of the Saratoga Racing Association or some 
of his assistants in time to make a cfirrectlon In 
the last Racing Calendar which w’as publi^ed on 
liiursday, August 2. 



JOHN CARROLL IS DEFEATED AT FORT ERIE. 



Buffalo. N. Y., August 0. — In spite of the hot 
weather a large crow’d was in attendance at Fort 
Erie tiKlay. It was ladies’ day and this w’a« 
largely responsible for the crowd. Tlie card was 
an exi’epthmall.v good one and the finishes were in a 
majority of the ra<*es close and exciting. Only tw’o 
favorites won however. The disappointment of the 
«hiy was the defeat of John Carroll in the handicap, 
the feature of the card. Although assigned the top 
Weight of 12!> fKiunds, .3 to 5 was reaillly accepted 
by the supiMwedly wise ones. At the weights. Gold 
Enamel proved to lx» much the liest. He ran iu 
a contending ixisitlon liehlnd Scotch 1‘lume until in 
the* last eighth w’hen he moved up rapidly and 
caught the tiring Si’otch Plume and outgaraed her 
to the end. Peter I’aiil ran in improved form and 
finisheil third a head in front of Jtdin Carroll. 

.Tocke.v Helgeseii was siisiicmleil for six days for 
rough riding in the fifth raee. He liad the 'mount 
on Edward Wilder and in making the turn Into 
the stretch carried Charlie Gllliert to the extreme 
<Mitside.

Eniina Pickwick, for She won the sixth race 

in her new owner’s interest. 

Secretary W. O. Parmer returneii today from 
Nashville w’here he made arrangements to ship his 
vearlings. along with those of E. S. Cardner, to 
Sarati^ta to be sold. 

E. Whelan is the latest to get the Saratoga 
fever. He shipped Cobmosa and Ossineke to that 
track today.

Steeplechase a Farce— Fred Cook to Go East — Nicol 
Will Ride at Saratoga. 



Cincinnati, O., August Q . — Followers of form and 
fav«>rltes hud many surprises at Latonia today. 
Meadowbre<*ze, in the condition raee, the feature 
of the card, was the only one to come to the reli**f 
of the talent. His victory was not clean cut and 
with better handling. Wee Lass would have tri- 
uuqihed over him. The steeplechase was a farce. 
Only two «>f the six starters covered the course 
without mishap. Class Leader, unextended, led 
all the way and came home a snug winner l>efore 
the favorite and badly ridden Dalesman. Stdon, 
which bad been ac<*<»rde<l heavy supiiort, was a 
strong <‘ontender until he bolted at the third fence. 
Blll.v Wake and Profitable also ran out. This left 
th«* race between Class Leader, Dalesman and Hare- 
foot and they wouhl have finished in this t»rder but 
for the fact that the latter bled, enabling Billy 
"Wake, which had r«*sumwi the course, to overhaul 
him and get third nimiey. 

Fred Cook contemplates departure from here next 
Saturday. “I will meet my family at Chicago 
next .Sunday and leave at once fw Saratoga, where 
I will rest up until the Iieginning of Sheepshead 
Bay,” he said. “Six of my horses were shipped 
to the Bay from I^xmlsville this afternotm where 
they will la* raced this fall. My stay there will lx* 
limited, as I intend to book at laHilsvllle.” Cook 
says Nicol will go to Saratoga next week and that 
he will ride on the New York tracks for the re- 
mainder of this season. 

J. S. Bratttm contemplates a breeding bureau in 
Missouri somewhat similar to the one established 
rei-ently by the Jockey Club in New York. He 
wants to improve the breed of hack, coach, hunters 
and cavalry horses. Eilward Corrigan has d(mated 
the once famous Riley, which will lie sent to 
Bratton’s farm next week and Mose Goldblatt has 
l>romised to send Ra Inland to the establishment to 
Ih> used f(»r stud puriwseB. 

J. L. Rhinock and Matt J. Winn returned toilay 
from New’ York. “We came to an understanding 
at once . and not over five minutes was wastetl com- 
ing to an agreement about the dates at Ixmlsville 
ami Latonia, said Mr. Winn of the cmiference with 
L, A. Celia. “I exi)ect to see good racing at the 
Falls City. Dick Dwyer will do the starting at 
Churchill Downs and the same officials that were 
in the stand the last part of the spring meeting 
will again be in evidence.”

PROTEST AGAINST DOUBLE LICENSE. 



Cincinnati, O., August 6. — Secretary Hacljmeister’s 
announcement that licenses from the Western 
Jockey Club will be necessary for all trainers, 
jockeys and valets at the coming Douglas Park 
meeting has occasioned considerable complaint 
among the horsemen. At the beginning of the turf 
war a year ago last winter the American 'Turf Asso- 
ciation acknowledgtMl all licenses of horsemen in 
giHMl standing for that current year. Nihv that 
I>eace is supposed to have l>een established, howbelt 
with two Riihmonds iu the field, it hardly appears 
to be reasonable or right that the trainers and 
jm’keys shouhl be comi>elled to pay tribute to both. 
Li»*enscs ought to l»e interchangeable — -good on the 
tracks of both factions — is the w’ay the horsemen 
look at it. To compel them to take out new 

Western Jockey CHub licenses for Douglas Park they 
would regard as an uncalled for ami unnecessar.v 
expense. Possibly Mr. Hachmelster’s statement may 
have l>een in the nature of a “feeler.” He can rest 
assured that his ideas In the license matter, if 
enfor<*ed, w’lll l*e the most un{>opular move of the 
season. 



CONDON DENIES WILD RUMORS.

“We ma.v not 
spend a great deal of money in improvements there 
this coming winter, but next year we Intend to 
build extensively. The Crescent City Jockey Club’s 
lease on the plant has yet twenty years to run.”

NO MORE MESSENGiJl SERVICE TO THE BING. 

Odds for Women Are Now Laid in the Grandstand 
at Latonia — The Dollar Book Question. 

Cincinnati. O., August C. — TI)c recent departure 
of the management here in abolishing its grandstand 
messenger service to the l>cttlng ring, and per- 
mitting the nu‘ssengcrs under a sutlicient guarantee 
iK>nU to la.v th«‘ odds in the stand f«*r women spo<Mi- 
lators. Is to all ni»i>oarance8 working satisfactorily. 
Considerable discrimination is us«m 1 iu choosing from 
among the many candidates for these positions. As 
each me.sfieiigcr is r<Minircd to deposit witli the 
association In cash as ImhuI, ample protection 

is aUwded, .as few of tlic «*ccupants of the grand- 
stand bcj. more tlmn $.1 at the outside on any 
particular raev. From twenty to twciiy-two mes- 
sengers have t»een handling the grandstand i>atron- 
age BO far more, they claim, than can make a 
pwrfit out of the inislness unless It may Ih? on 
SatniMays and holidays. The olilef difficulty en- 
countered In the employment of this plan seems to 
be a disposition on the part of some of the mes- 
sengers to assume too muHi on the privilege granted 
and to use laugnage in discussion with patrons tliat 
would not lit In with drawing rmsii snrronndings. 
Manager Young, however, has taken that matter in 
hand, and hereafter tlie men who ex|»oct to quote 
oflds in the grandst.iud will luive to o!»servc the 
usual canons of courtesy and iMditciiess. 

This catering to women spccnlat«>rs li.ns always 
been a thorn In the si«le of r:uvtrack managers. 
A rakJorUy of the women who go racing want to 
Imve some little pecuniary interest in tlie results.. 
Most of them make iiKNlest wagers mendy for tlie 
fcx;cltement of the tiling. As a rule, on even the 
idggest and i»est rcgulaied tracks, they have “Ikhmi 
up against it” in tliclr dealings with tlie meswngers 
who have liceii sadly addicttMl to the liatdt of 
either welcldng entirely or else falsifying mlds and 
oartalking the women turf followers when it came 
to an argument. The .same ditiiiulty formerly ex- 
isted In Clih ago. and it has long lM*<>n a proldem 
that has exerelswl the st^rions attention of the 
eastern racetra«*ks. TImto Is little doulit but that 
the laying of <kMs in tin* stand offers more protec- 
tion to patrons than the messenger plan, l*ut the 
ways of rliese [M>rsuns are often devious and un- 
certain, aid any system of taking care of this end 
of rae**trtik speeulatimi needs sharii and constant 
supervisiop 

Of equal r,r greater importance than the messenger 
question. -m:d esp«*eiall.v on the western turf where 
the volum' of business Is iimiparalively light. Is 
the doQsT or field Issik. Each track operates from 
TWO t6 .'onr of tliese IsHiks wldeh eatiT to ihtsoiis 
wlio #rally bet not more than one didlar on a horse. 
Whn racing nourished In rideagc*. with the big 
tf^ftendances there, ami the large amounts of money 
wkgered In the ring, the dollar books were both a 
convenience ami a necessity. But down along the 
. line the snecniafion is not of such volume that the 
books In rile ring cannot handle the dollar offerings. 
In fact a majority of them w«>uld Ik* glad to have 
the ‘‘dollar play” ak it would lu*i|» to round up 
their liooks. The innovation <»f doing away with 
the dollar tsMiks was tried at New Orleans last 
winter and it pnwiKl very successful and deeidedlv 
popular. That the al»oHshment of these ImkiUs oh 
any racetrack would l»e a popular move cannot in* 
doi’bled. for they offer ntlds that average forty per 
cent, less tlian those quoted in the ring, so that 
the man who desires to <ha.se his didlar up ami 
down t!ie i*oard has small chance to break Into 
the ranks of the plungers. 

Under conditbais where the liettiiig ring c.m 
handle this dollar pl.Vy. and would be wilting to do 
so. H wonhl be a iMtpulnr move ami a lK*nefit to the 
small speiulator to put the dollar books out of 
commission. The small loss of revenue would lie 
more lliau made up In im-reased attemlan<K*s and 
in inereasi'd business In the big ring. Tli.it. at 
any rate, is the opinion of some of the b<M»kiiiakers 
who carefully watclu'd the experiment at City Park 
last winter.

W'ood’s Running Rein, by Saddler, out of Queen 
Mab, by Duncan Grey,” ridden by Mann. The same 
horse had won a two-year-old race at Newmarket 
In the previous autumn, and It was then rumored 
that he was a year older than was claimed, and 
when he romped In first in the Derby Colonel Peel, 
wbuOe ho*e Orlando ran second, promptly lodged

an objection against the winner and obtained an In- 
juncticHi against the payment of the stakes to Mr. 
W’ood until the dispute had been settled In the law 
courts. Messrs. Weatlierby accordingly paid the 
stakes into court and left Mr. W’ood and Colonel Peel 
to fight the matter out. 

Colonel f*eers ctmtentlon was that the winner of 
the Derby was none other than Maccabbeus, a fonr- 
year-old horse bred by Sir Charles Ibbetson, and thus 
dis<|ua lifted by age for the Derby. So zealously and 
successfully did he and Lord George Bentinck col- 
lect evidence that when the great action Woo»l 
against Peel came up for hearing before Baron Al- 
derson at Westminster, they were in a position to 
prove their case up to the hilt. 

The case created much excitement. The court 
was crowded to suffocation. Hundreds were unable 
to gain admittance and feeling ran dangerously high. 
After counsel bad opened the case for the plaintiff. 



the jm^res very sensibly suggested: "Produce your 
horse and let him be examined by e.xperts. That 
Is the best answer to the whole qnestion,” and the 
case was adjourned for the production of Running 
Rein on the following day. 

When the next day came, however, plaintiff’s 
counsel had to confess that the horse was nowhere 
to be found — ^It had been spirited away. Whereupon 
Baron Alderson was furious. "This is horse steal- 
ing,” he exclaimed, “a case for the Central Criminal 
Court; and If I try the parties and they are con- 
victed, I’ll transport them for life, to a dead cer- 
tainty.” 

Under the circumstances Mr. Wood withdrew his 
action, stating that a gross fraud had been practiced 
on him by his rascally trainer. A verdict was given 
for Colonel Peel and Orlando was declared winner 
of the 1844 Derby in place of the fraudulent Run- 
ning Rein, exposed and deposed. — Londcui Tld-Blts.
